After eating some dinrfer, I started again, and traveled 
all night. At one place, the toll-gate was shut, and the 
keeper demanded why I was traveling so late. I told 
him I had received news that my wife was dangerouslj 
ill at Franklin, and I was in a great hurry to get there. 
He approved the motive, and I passed without difficulty. 
The horse was very much fatigued, and frequently want¬ 
ed to stop. I got asleep on his hack, several times; but 
I would soon wake, and urge him on, for I did not dare 
to stop. Just before daylight, I reached Nashville. Mo¬ 
ther was so delighted to see me, that she could hardly 
speak; but she could not bear the thought of my having 
run away. In the first place, she was afraid I would 


my stepfather, at Memphis. I did not give them any 
hint that I was “ flying from the wrath to come.” 

I wrote myself another pass, pretending to be the slave 
of a man by the name of Jones. When I went to the 
wharf, to take passage to Sinithfield, the captain asked if 
I was free. I told him no. He demanded my pass, and 
I gave it to him ; so I paid my fare, and went on board. 
At Southfield I boarded at fifty cents a week, trying all 
the captains to set a passage up to Louisville. None of 
them would allow me to come on board, unless I could 
brinp some white man with me, who knew me. Ten days 
rolled away, and I was almost discouraged. At last I 
stepped up to a white man, who had spoken with me se¬ 
veral times at the house where I boarded. I told him a 
fair story, and asked him to go on board with me. He 
looked sharp at me, and said, “ I reckon you can’t be a 
runaway, or you would’nt be staying here so bold.” I 
told him he need’ntfeel the least afraid; that I was try¬ 
ing to get service as a cook in a steamboat, and I had 
waited so long, my money was most gone. So he went 
with me and told the captain he did’nt think'there would 
he any danger in taking me. The boat stopped awhile 
at Louisville. I went on board several .other boats, and 
then went back to the captain, and told him as I c'ould’nt 
get a birth to suit me, I should like to pay my fare as 
far as Cincinnati, if he was willing. He said, “ Very 
Well.” So I went on to Cincinnati; and there I found 
friends both colored and white, who astonished me by 
their kindness. They all seemed to think that my own 
title to myself was much better than that of Judge J^ane, 
or any other man. When I find myself safely landed in 
Victoria’s snowy garden of liberty, I may perhaps send 
some messages to my old oppressors, Who used to claim, 
me as property.

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BLACK JACOB. 

The books reviewed in the article from which this is 
extracted, are the Rev. George B. Cheever’s argument 
favor of Capital Punishment, as expressly ordained J 
by God; and “ Black Jacob, a Monument of Grace. By 
A. D. Eddy “’.published by the Sunday School Union. 

But a few words, first, to the other modest little 
volume which is conjoined with Mr. Cheever’s, at the 
head of the present article. And who is “ Black Ja¬ 
cob,” that he should be admitted into such honorable 
companionship ? Black Jacob was a negro, for whom 
't was well that the Rev. Mr. Cheever was not the 
keeperof the conscience” to the government of the 
[State of New-York, in the year of our Lord 1820. In, 
that case, he must have been exhibited as a “ monu- ] 
ment of grace” upon the gallows, according to Mr. 
Cheever’s views of imperative obligation of duty to 
an assumed command of God, and to his peculiar theo- 
ry of the law of Christian benevolence and merciful¬ 
ness, characterizing that cherished and time-honored 
institution; instead of being, through a subsequent 
life of religious goodness and social well-doing, an 
object of general respect and regard ; and, after an 
exemplary death, (in another sense from that which 
consistency would require Mr. Cheever to have pre¬ 
ferred to witness in his case,) of posthumous 
memoration and eulogy. 

Black Jacob,after first seeing the light somewhere J 
in Pennsylvania; had knocked about the world as an 
ignorant and worthless, though remarkably clever 
negro, till the age of fifty-six, when he found him¬ 
self settled in Orange county, New-York. His bi¬ 
ography thus briefly describes him at this period • 

“ Having cast, aside all the restraints of moral in 
fluence, ne had become confirmed on land in all the | 
habits of vice contracted upon the sea.” He was 
here employed to do one of the foulest murders j 
ever planned. It was upon an old man of seventy, 
named Jennings—being a murder of revenge on the 
part of a family which had been long engaged in 
the hostilities of law with Jennings, resulting in 
the great disappointment and impoverishment of 
the former. Jacob was a laborer, in their employ¬ 
ment. For a year,they were engaged in preparing it, 
and inducing Jacob to their service for its execu¬ 
tion. His objections, (though he resisted for a long 
time,) at last yielded to persuasion, intemperance, 
and promise of pecuniary reward; and, undertaking 
he carried it into effect with the utmost delibera- 
ion, shooting him early one morning in the head, 
nd one of his white accomplices completing the 
murder with the butt-end of the gun. Of the lat¬ 
ter, there were four—three men, and the wife of 
of them. Of the three men, two were hung, 

_imprisoned for life, while the woman was let 

off with a nominal punishment, (as is usually the 

-in this country, in murders by women.) Jacob 

found guilty, but received a commutation to 
imprisonment for life, from the legislature then in 
session; the executive, before the adoption of the 
new constitution, in 1821, not having the power of 
commutation, though possessing that of pardon. He 1 
had made a very favorable impression on the court 
and audience, by his meritorious deportment on his 
own trial, and that of the others, against whom he 
had been used as the chief witness of the State. 
.His testimony against his accomplices had been 
given voluntarily, without inducement of hope held 
| out to himself. A striking proof of his intellectual 
superiority—(removing him so much the further 
from excuse for his crime)—was contained in a won 
derful cross-examination, conducted with great poWe 
on the part of the defending counsel, which he en 
dured for upwards of seven hours, at one time, unin 
terruptedly, without ever-faltering or stumbling, it. 
any of the details of his testimony. Mr. Van Bu- 
ren, at that time attorney-general of the State, 
engaged in the case, to assist the district attorney of 
the county; and it has since been a frequent subject 
of mention by him, that he had never seen such a 
witness as Black Jacob, for clearness of mind and 
memory, and steadiness under the hottest ordeal. 
And even in the midst of his ignorance and degra¬ 
dation, the most casual observer was struck, We 
are told, with the superior manliness and dignity of 
his deportment. Judge Yan Ness, when pronoun¬ 
icing his sentence of death, said to him, “You po°- 
's’ess more than an ordinary strehgth of mind. JPr 
vidence has blessed you with a memory without 
parallel in all my experience.” However, the“cor 
mand of God” was violated—“ the authority of the 
Bible” trampled on—and even Mr. Cheever’s newly- 
discovered principle, in the very “Law of Love” of 
the Christian gospel, requiring the atonement of 
“ blood for blood,” was impiously disregarded—(for 
Heaven’s sake, reader, impute not all this to us !)— 
and Black Jacob was not hung, atrocious and deli¬ 
berate as had been his hired assassination; his soul 
was not hurled down the fatal plunge int 
darkness of eternity; and his body was not 
livered to the President of the County Medical So¬ 
ciety, for dissection.” This was doubtless highly 
criminal on the part of the public authorities ; but 
such was the fact. Black Jacob was first commit¬ 
ted to a cell in the penitentiary on Manhattan island, 
where he was at first treated with a neglect and 
J harshness which produced only a bad effect on his 
I character, until he was afterwards removed to the 
famous State prison at Auburn. 

A very interesting view is presented in the Rev. 
Mr. Eddy’s narrative, of the influence of a wisely, 
kind, and liberal spirit. of prison discipline, in sof¬ 
tening the most rugged natures, in reclaiming the 
most inveterate habits of viciousness; even though 
that very last degree of red guilt may have been in¬ 
curred, of which Mr. Cheever tells us that “ it 
right, it is benevolent, it is necessary, that such 
crime should invariably, without any exception, _ 
any case whatever, be punished with the extremest 
penalty of which heaven has annexed the authority 
' human law.” 

Notwithstanding his advanced age, he was taught 
to read ; and eventually, under the influence of this 
truly Christian method of dealing with crime and 
the criminal, became a genuine, humble, and de¬ 
vout penitent, and a truly exemplary disciple of the 
~ ss. He in the end received a pardon—the ex¬ 
time of which we do not find stated—though we 
believe it was in 1831, about eleven years after the 
date of-his sentence. After living a year in the 
village of Auburn, in the house of a gentleman of 
that place, he removed to the neighboring village 
of Canandaigua, to that of a highly respectable and 
estimable lady, in whose service he continued till 
biis death, in February of last year; having the 
general stewardship and charge of her house and 
establishment, and fully meriting, by his conduct, 
the unbounded confidence reposed in him, during 
both the absence and presence of the family, which 
consisted entirely of ladies. The modesty, consis¬ 
tency, and deep and strong religious fervor which 
characterized this poor old- mercifully treated mur¬ 
derer —the practical excellence and beneficence of 
his life—the trusting tranquillity of his death—the I 
high regard and admiration which he appeared to 
awaken on the part of all around him—all combine 
to prove that society was at least no sufferer by this 
instance of a wisely-benign mercy, extended 

,vho seemed one of the most abject in ignorance, 

__ inveterate in vice, and most atrocious in the 

immediate hireling assassination which he had per¬ 
petrated with so much deliberation. It may have 
been an act meriting, for its plain disobedience to the 
all edged authority of God, His high displeasure; but 
that displeasure was certainly manifested in a very 
singular mode. We will conclude this account of I 
one recent recorded case which thus escaped the 1 
[application of Mr. Cheever’s “ Law of Love,” with 
the following: 

« Jacob was not only a constant attendant upon the 
appointments of the church of which he was a member, 
but he often led in devotional exercises, when requested 
to 4o so. In those services he engaged without the 
slightest appearance of pride. On the contrary, his pub¬ 
lic exercises, as well as his whole deportment, were cha¬ 
racterized uniformly with the most humble spirit. At 
the same time, there was a propriety, a richness, and a 
I glow of devotion in his services, that showed alike the 
1 superior order of his mind, and the deep piety of his 
heart. I shall never forget one prayer-meeting in par¬ 
ticular. It was held at the house where he lived. After 
several others had led in the devotional exercises of the 
evening, all of whom had received the advantages of edu¬ 
cation,and exhibited nothing inappropriate or defective in 
the character of their petitions, Jacob was asked to pray. 
Kneeling before us, he led our devotions in a manner so 
appropriate, so solemn, so tender, subdued and scriptural, 
that all which preceded seemed cold, formal, and heart¬ 
less. There was such apparent nearness to God, such 
great familiarity with the service of prayer, such breath¬ 
ing of a heavenly spirit, that in following him myself, 

I felt like treading on hallowed ground. In this exer¬ 
cise, beyond all others, he was most at home and happy. 
Indeed, there was often a majesty of thought in his 
prayers that gave a magnificent richness to the drapery 
that clothed them, till in listening to the glowing lan¬ 
guage of his supplications, I have often been reminded 
of the power of piety and the spirit of God, as illustra¬ 
ted in the inspiration of truth, where the clearness and 


sacredness of the subject forbid the use of any other 
than the most appropriate and impressive language. He 
had learned the necessity and value of prayer from the 
Bible; and thence, too, he had at first drawn the finest 
thoughts and language with which to approach the mer- 

Jacob was a useful Christian. Such a one could 
hardly be otherwise. It may be said of him, ‘He hath 
done what he conld.’ There are not a few in this vil¬ 
lage who owe their conversion, under God, to his faith¬ 
fulness; and I doubt not there are many who are ready 
rise up and call him blessed.” 

After all, may not the question be suggested to 
me of these ministers of the Christian gospel, 
Was not this rather better than hanging him by the 
neck from a gallows till he was dead, and delivering 
his body to “ the President of the Orange County 
Medical Society, for dissection ?”

Everybody remembers “ Our Village,” that pleasant, 
playful, rural book, the reading of which is almost 
freshing as a scamper through the green lanes and flowery 
meadow-carpets of blooming England. The author of | 
that volume, and many a popular story, in which the rural 
life of England is delineated with a most picturesque 
pencil, and the kindest heart, is now struggling with 
pecuniary entanglements, which threaten to reduce her 
poverty.

I suppose there was neve 
more beautiful embodiment of healthful and virtuous 
He possesses all his faculties with the 
most vigorous clearness, but his health suffers, and 
my time is almost entirely devoted to his service, 
waiting upon him, and reading to him by night and 
by day. How to promote his comfort, in his ad¬ 
vanced years and increasing infirmities, occupies 
most of my thoughts. It is my.-privilege to make j 
many sacrifices to this pleasing duty ; for with my 
dearest father, should I be so unhappy as to sur- 
”i ve him, will depart all that binds me to this world. 

The good old man has lately departed, and the in-] 
volved state of his affairs has brought his daughter under j 
a debt of £1,000. A committee has been raised, consist-1 
ing of Thomas More, Mr. Sargeant Talfourd, Lord Rad¬ 
nor, and other admirers of her genius, tor raise a fund, 
that will enable her to retain the simple but pleasant 
little cottage which has so long been her home.

And when he 
reined his horses up to her door, and she appeared 
to receive us, he said, “ Now, you would not take 
that little body there for the great author, would 
you?” and certainly we should have taken her for 
nothing but a kindly gentlewoman, who had never 
gone beyond the narrow sphere of the most refined 
social life. My foolish misgivings (H. must answer 
for them) were forgotten in her cordial welcome. 
K. and I descended from our airy seat; and when 
Miss Mitford became aware who M. was, she said, 

What! the sister of-pass my door? that 

must never be;” so M. nothing loihe, joined 
Miss Mitford is truly “ a little body,” and dressed a 
little quaintly, and as unlike as possible to the faces 
we have seen of her in the magazines, which all 
have broad humor, bordering on coarseness. She 
has a pale gray, soul-lit eye, and hair as white as 
snow; a wintry sign that has Come prematurely 
upon her, as like signs come upon us, while,.the 
year is yet fresh and uhdecayed. Her voice has a 
sweet, low tone, and her manner a naturalness, frank¬ 
ness, and affectionateness, that we have been so 
long familiar with in their other modes of manifes¬ 
tation, that it would have been indeed a disappoint¬ 
ment not-to have found them. 

She led us directly through her house 
garden, a perfect bouquet of flowers. “ I must show 
vou my geraniums while it is light,” she said; “ for 
_ love them next to my father.” And they were 
indeed treated like petted children, guarded by a very 
ingenious contrivance from the rough visitation of 
the elements. They are' all, I believe, seedlings. 
She raises two crops in a year, and may well pride 
herself on the variety and beamy of her collection. 
Geraniums are her favorites; but she does not love 
others less that she loves these more. The garden 
filled, matted with flowering shrubs and vines;— 
...e trees are wreathed with honeysuckles and roses! 
and the girls have brought away the most splendid 
specimens of heart’s-ease to press in their journals. 
Oh, that I could give some of my countrywomen a 
vision of this little paradise of bowers; that they 
might learn how taste and industry, and an earnest 
love and study of the art of garden culture, might 
triumph over small space and small means. 

Miss Mitford’s house is, with the exception of| 
certainly not more than two or three, as small and 
humble as the smallest and humblest in the village 
and such is the difference, in some re¬ 
spects, in the modes of expense in this country from 
ours, she keeps two men servants, (one a gardener,) 
two or three maid servants, and two horses. In 
this humble home, which she illustrates as much 
by her unsparing filial devotion as by her genius, 
she receives on. equal terms the best in the land. 
Her literary reputation might have gained for her 
this elevation, but she started vantage ground, being 
allied by blood to the Duke of Bedford’s family. 
We passed a delightful evening, panting with the 
hope of meeting again, and with a most comfort¬ 
able feeling that the ideal was converted into the 
real.

vary. This is the peculiar feature of Christianity; 
the criterion and mark that it is from Heaven. 

ut we have the objection, that this full and en- 
_ Christian love cannot be reduced to practice,— 
that it is not safe to love enemies—that the meek 
cannot inherit the earth,—that a blessing cannot 
come to the peace-maker,—that a religion of peace 
not adapted to this world. 

Is not this placing the wisdom of the world against 
the wisdom of our Saviour ? IS it not bringing into 
contempt the Christian religion? Does it no 
into the mouth of sceptics and infidels a strong argu¬ 
ment against our faith ? Is it not practical infidelity 
itself? 

When professing Christians fight’and destroy each 
other,—when war is upheld as an element of order 
absolutely essential, does it not take all meaning 
from the words of Jesus ? If the wisdom of the 
world is thus opposed to the wisdom of Him who 
spake as never man spake, let us not hesitate 
which to confide.

THE LIVING PHANTOM—A TRUE STORY. 


When I was a young boy, I had delicate health, 

id was somewhat of a pensive and contemplative 
turn of mind : it was my delight, in the long, sum¬ 
mer evenings, to slip away from my noisy and more 
robust companions, that I might walk in the shade 
of a venerable wood, my favorite haunt, and listen 
to the cawing of the old rooks, who seemed as fond 
of this retreat as I was.

FOR HOUSEKEEPERS AND FARMERS. 


Fire-Proof Cement .—The French cement for the 
roof of houses, to preserve the wood and protect itj 
from fire, is made in the following manner: 

Take as much lime as is usual in making a pot off 
whitewash, and mix it in a pail-full of water: in t! ’ 
put two and half pounds of brown sugar, and th im¬ 
pounds of fine salt; mix them well together, and the 
cement is completed. A little lampblack, yellow- 
ochre, or other coloring commodity, may be intrp- 
duced to change the color of the cement, to please 
the fancy of those who use it. It has been used 
with great success, and been recommended particu¬ 
larly as a protection against fire. 

Small sparks offire, that frequently lodge on the 
roofs of houses, are prevented by this cement from 
. burning the shingles. So cheap and valuable a pre¬ 
caution against the destructive element ought not to 
pass untried. Those who wish to be better satisfied 
of its utility can easily make the experiment, by using 
on a small ternpoary building—or it may be tried 
by shingles put together for the purpose, and then 
exposed to the fire. 

Steam-baked Bread .—It has been known for 
:ime in Vienna, that if the hearth of an^ore 
deansed with a moistened wisp of straw, bread 
baked therein immediately afterwards presents a 
much better appearance, the crust, having a beauti-j 
ful tint. It was thence inferred that this peculiarity! 

be attributed to the vapor, which being con- 1 
densed on the roof ofthe oven, fell back on the bread. 

At Paris, in order to secure with certainty so desira¬ 
ble appearance, the following arrangement is prac¬ 
tised; the hearth of the oven is laid so as to form an 
inclined-plaue, with a rise of about eleven inches in 
three feet, and the arched roof is built lower at the 
end nearest the door as compared with the further- 
est extremity. When the oven ig charged, the en¬ 
trance is closed with a bundle of wet stra w. By this 
arrangement the steam is driven down on the bread, 
and a golden yellow crust is given to it, as if it had' 
been previously covered with the yolk of an egg.— 
Annals of Chemistry.

The eldest son, prostrated on a bed of death, 
had just returned from a five years’ study in the learned 
cloisters of old Harvard, crowned'with its laurel wreaths 
of honor and glory. Death spread his banner o’er the 
Whole. Father, mother, son, and daughter, now sleep 
the sleep of death, stretched side by side, and wrapped 
in the embraces of the cold earth. 

Fire .—The famous old tavern, called “The True 
American Inn,” Trenton, N. J. was lately destroyed by 
fire, in the night time. John Bozer, a boarder, had 
barely time to escape with his life, after running to the 
front room and awakening two men who were lodging 
These men did not escape, and their black crisped 
remains were taken from the ruins. The trunks of the 
bodies, a shapeless and most shocking sight, without the 
legs, and one of them without a head, are all that re¬ 
main. A poor woman, in a delicate situation, shrieked 
in vain from a third story window, the stairway being 
cut off by dense smoke and fire. No ladder could be 
found, anil she jumped out, and is severely injured. A 
little girl, nine years old, promised to 'follow her, but 
did not, and was burnt—her remains being found in the 

The innkeeper and inmates were all Germans; the 
two men burnt having been there but a few days. Four 
persons escaped. A severe storm retarded the engines. 
The house was the head-quarters of General Washington 
of January, 1777, being the place where the 
council was held which decided upon the march upon 
Prineeton. 

A New Political Movement .—A member of the com¬ 
mittee on internal improvement* in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of Dlinois, has introduced soriie important 
resolutions into that body. They recommend the States 
of Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Kentucky, Tennes¬ 
see, Arkansas, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Mi¬ 
chigan, to meet by representatives in general conven¬ 
tion, at Jonesboro, Illinois, on the 4th of July next, to 
consider, first, the best means to be adopted to secure 
the admission into the Union of all new States, on an 
equal footing, in all respects, with the older members 
of this republic, and like them, possess the right of emi¬ 
nent domain. Second, the best means of preventing the 
slaves of the slaveholding Stales from deserting from 
their masters, and restoring such as shall desert, at con¬ 


venient places, to their masters. 

A correspondent of the Madisonian says that the con¬ 
vention will be held, when the whole question of the 
public lands will be discussed, and an effort will be made 
to unite the southwest and western States in support of 
such propositions as may be agreed upon. 


The Peach Tree .—I have tried an experiment in 
manuring the peach tree with the light and friable 
substance that collects under, the floor of barns and 
other buildings. The trees on which the experi¬ 
ment was made, was standing in the same soil and 
of equal thrift. The quantity applied was a bushel 
each tree, and the effect is quite apparent. The 
jes which had this dressing sent out large and vi¬ 
gorous shoots, while in those withou t, the limbs were 
smaller and of a more yellow cast. This substance 
contains a considerable quantity of saltpetre, an arti¬ 
cle necessary in the cultivation ofthe peach. —Culti¬ 
vator. 

Peach Worm — Tar.—A neighbor informs me that I 
the application of hot tar to the roots of peach trees, 
effectually excludes the worm. The earth is re¬ 
moved for a few inches down, and the tar applied., 
It is not intended of course to destroy the worm, but 
** prevent its entrance in trees yet unaffected .—16. 

Early Potatoes —It is well known that the eye 
end of a potato will yield a crop earlier by some ] 
days, than the root end. This appears to be owingl 
simply to the earlier growth of the sprouts from the 
eye end. Earliness will be greatly increased-by pla¬ 
cing the seed potatoes in a box of moist sand, early 
in the spring, in a warm place in the house; and 
then planting them when the shoots are about two ] 
inches long, taking care not to break them off. j 
New Method of Growing Asparagus .—The editor 
of the Horticultural Magazine, recommends a trial 
of the following method of growing asparagus, which 
is practiced at Nice, and of which a high account is 
given in the London Gardeners' Chronicle. Take a 
quart wine bottle; invert it over the head of a stalk 
of asparugus.just rising from the ground, and secure 
it by three sticks, so that it cannot be knocked over. 
If left in this state, the asparagus will grow up into 
the interior ofthe bottle, and being stimulated by 
the unusual heat and moisture it is then exposed to, 
will speedily fill it. As soon as this has taken place, 
the bottle must Tje broken, and the asparagus re¬ 
moved, when it will he found to have formed a thick 
head of tender delicate shoots, all eatable, and 
compact as a cauliflower.
